PEREIRA AND LUCKMAN 
ARCHITECTS 


The architects for the new 
research plent, to be builtin 
Wilmington, is the firm of 
Pereira and Luckman, of Los 
Angeles. 
Charles Luckman, who was for- 
merly the president of Lever 
Brothers (soap) at $100,000 a 
year, and was called by the 
press the ‘Wonder Boy’, began 
life again, at the age of 40, 
after he was released by the 
firm he had headed for many 
years. A graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois’ architec- 
tura] schoo], in 1931 (magna 
cum laude), he teamed up with 
his old classmate, Los Angeles 
Architect William L Pereira. 
Pereira was already estab- 
lished as a brilliant archi- 
tect, who had designed hospit- 
als, movie studios and thea- 
ters, and who had produced mo- 
vies (Johnny Angel, From This 
Pay Forward), and had won an 
Oscar in 1942 for special ef- 
fects in (feap the Wild Wind). 
As a partnership the two suc- 
ceeded, beyond all hopes. 
Luckman, a salesman, and Per- 
eira, architect, soared into 
nearly stratopheric heights, 
in a few months, and have con- 
tinued there ever since. Their 
first big job was the $5, 000, 
000 CBS television headqar- 
ters in Hollywood, the first

In the past few days there has been known th- 
roughout the town a secret which, for some mon- 
ths previous had been tightly hel. It was so 
secret perhaps not more than a dozen individ- 
uals knew of it untll the first of "ay. 

The story started to unfold last December, im- 
mediatly after this town had voted the new Zon- 
ing By Law.. That Zoning By Law, written with 
the help of Professor Goodman, of Harvard, im- 
mediately attracted the ettention of the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Commerce. This paper, 
in a manner known only tcitself, found out 
that things were stirring, and has, since then, 
kept itself abreast of all the important dev- 
elopments. 

In fact, the developments put this paper in a 
peculiar moral position Shoule it reveal the 
facts, and perhaps start a land speculation th- 
at could chase away the prospective purchasers. 
Such an event has happened before, in this town 
In 1911 the Boston & Maine railroad wanted to 
locate its principal repair shop in Wilmington, 
on the "Wildeat' Railroad. Speculators bought 
the land, and the Boston & Maine located in- 
stead in Billerica. 

It was this that kept us silent, even tho wh 
we felt that there would be people who would 
aceuse us of various hard-heated attitudes to- 
wards our fellow townsmen, and to land ownersin 
particular. In the long rune in our belief, 
our judgement has been vindicated. 

Along in January things had crystallized to 


the point where the firm was committed to Wil- 
mington, but not 100%. Town Manager Joseph 
Courtney, sitting in his office, could do noth- 
ing but squirm, as the "Joe Must Go" boys swung 
‘accusations around his head. He held his peace, 
and just ignored the opposition. 

We, who knew the story, completely, through 
our. own sources, were in a similar position. 
The only thing we could do was to start a coun- 
ter "Joe Must Stay" movement, which we did, (in 
Fditorial columns only it must be stated). 

As the March elections neared the impact 
tremendous. Imagine, if you will, people 
know a secret that could certainly swing the 
election, without any ifs, ands, or buts. Im- 
agine those people keeping deliberately quiet. 

~ That was the situation. 

Negotiations for purchase of land were being 
| conducted at that time. The negotiations fell 
through, because of certain physical features, 
and Mr. Barrows land was the eventual site, land 
that had the features desired.

WHY WILMINGTON WAS CHOSEN 


A new industry, if such may be the term used, 
is locating in Wilmington. It may he well, at 
this time, to comment on one very important 
point-—-Why? 

We have heard that the Governer of Connecticut 
has offered this firm inducements to expand in 
that state, and that the Governor of Rhode Is- 
land offered 300 acres of land, free. 

Several well known real estate firms in Mass- 
achusetts, have been danglidmg all sorts of 
plums, before the directors of this firm. A 
developer in Natick, especially, has been very 
much interested in getting the firm to locate 
there. 

The Boston real estate firm that represents the 
company also owns land in Burlington, extensive 
holdings on Route 128. 

Yet Wilmington was chosen. 

The one thing that Wilmington has, that the 
other places could not offer, was a planned ec- 
onomy. Wilmington has such things in its gov- 
ermental set-up as a Capital Outlay Committee, 
Revaluation of Real Estate, a planned Budget, 
a realistic outlook toward taxes, and School 
Planning, not only caught up with current needs 
but planning the future. 

The School aspect is particularly worthy of 
comment. This town has caught up in its needs 
for school facilities, while maintaining the 


same tax rate as in 1950 Other towns, still 
behing in their school facilities, are already 
up in the $70.00 tax rate range. Before they 


cateh up they may well be in the $80.00 bracket 
As to the other aspects, Capital Outlay, ete. 
Other towns have all or part of these. It is 
not necessarily a Town Manager town that can 
of’er these things, but in Wilmington's case it 
was a Town Manager who cid offer them-Joseph 
Courtney. 

Mr. Courtney was the s.prk plug. Mv. Courtney 
started many of ‘the things which are now valu- 
able assets, even the one of most valuable 
parts of the school program, (which was started 
before he got here, in the main),« Mr. Courtney, 
producec a realistic method of financing new 
schools, which more than any thing else, has 
kept our tax rate on a stable basis. 


Our Rezoning too was important. i 
Law in Wilmifigton has been held ip ns Zontng) 


law, in the Commonweal th of Massachusetts, and 
was the feature which first attrected the new 
company. They intended to purchase land in a 
portion of town that is now zgned for business, 
‘ut for one technical reason or another found 
that this was impossible, so they shifted to 
the site which they are now purchasing. The 
fact that this land will have to be rezoned, 

does not detract from the value of our Zoning 
By-Law, but is more of an attest to the value 
of it. 

When the firm finally decided on Wilmington 
they found every facility ready for them. A 
year ago there were no tax maps. Now theywere 
ready, for instant inspection. The combined 
efforts of the Principal Assessor and the Town 
Engineer, in preparing and ‘making special plans 
is a point that rated very highly, in the des- 
ision. 

The spokesman, for the principals 
have been most expressive of their 
for the services received from the 
mingtom.

THE PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


With the addition of new 
buildings and facilities plus 
the improvement of schoo] ac- 
comodations we are now able to 
offer a complete program of 
physical education to all stu- 
in the Wilmington school 
em, To take advanta of 
the opportunities presented by 
these changes, modifications 
and adaptions to establish 
progrems and curriculum will 
take ploce, especially when we 
consider the needs of our stu- 
jents. 

First we must consider the 
changes taking place in the 
housing of our elementary 
grades; secondly, we must con- 
sider the higher skills to be 
taught in the Junior and Sen- 
ior sehool; third, we must 
consider the howogenous group- 
ing of all grade levels.

‘ildwood School. This met with 
and the second annual 
play day will be held on the 
same loeation on May 23rd, of 
this year with the assistance 
of the Wildwood Club. A trend 
in this direction not only 
meets with the approval of the 
students, who are to be given 
first consideration, but 
emally ss well by the teach- 
ers and the parents who are a 
part of it. Plans are now un- 
derway for similar days at 
other schools providing it 
foes not conflict with the 
regular curriculum. 

Necause we have been informed 
by the contractors that the 
field adjacent to the oman 
ouse will be under construc- 
tion soon we will be unable 
to eonduct a field there this 
year.
